CONFERENCE ON CATTLE | 


BREEDING. 
EDINBURGH .MEETING., 


As the first meeting of its kind in Great 
Britain or Ireland, the International Cattle 
Breeding Conference, to be held in Edinburgh 
from 7th to 12th July next, deserves the sup- 
port of all pr-gressive cattle breeders. The 
object of the conference is to discuss the ap- 
plication of our newer knowledge of the 
facts of heredity to practical stock breeding. 

In 1900 the remarkable research work of 
an Austrian scientist came into prominence 
and gave a stimulus to further research on 
heredity. Experimental breeding was taken 
up by a great number of;the leading univer- 
sities and agricultural experimental stations 
of the world: Though it. is only within the 
last few ‘years that the results of this work 
have begun’ to reach stock owners, already it 
is evident that profound modifications of some 
of our older breeding thedries and practices 
are taking place, and must continue until the 
practice of animal breeding is in accord with 
the fundamental laws of nature. This con- 
ference has been convened so as to enable cattle 
breeders from English speaking countries to 
meet the world’s leading authorities, and to 
discuss the practical value of these ad- 
vances in our knowledge of the subject. The 
Executive Committee, the members of which 
are all working in an honorary capacity, has 
spared no trouble or expense in securing the 
latest information on stock breeding from all 
parts of the world. “One thousand delegates 
are expected, and the services of the world's 
leading experts have been secured. A large 
contingent of -scientists from America is ex- 

ted. Those who cannot attend will send 
reports of their scientific work. A number 
of educational exhibits are on their way from 
America and also cinema films dealing with 
live stock improvement work. . 

The conference headquarters will be at to 
Oddfellows’ Hall, Forrest road, Edinburg 
but all communications should be addressed 
to the Hon. Organising Secretary, Dr: Ge F. 
Finlay, at the Animal Breeding esearch De- 
partment, the University, Edinburgh. 

On Monday, 7th July, the conference will 
be opened by Lord Forteviot, Hon. Presi- 
dent. and addresses will be delivered by Mr. 
William Adamson, M.P., Secretary for Scot- 
land; Sir W. L. Sleigh, Lord Provost. of 
Edinburgh; Sir Robert Grey, M.C., LL.D., 
President of the Conference, and Professor 
Robert Wallace. In the evening there will 
be a banquet. 

On ears the following days, there will be 
a series of lectures and discussions with 
tours of selected farms. On 8th July Pro- 
fessor James Wilson, Dublin, will contribute : 
“ Notes on the History of Stock Breeding 
and the Formation of Breeds.”’

THE NEED FOR EXPERIMENT. 


In a new and careful analysis of certain 
elements in the farming problem which “lie 
outside the farmers’ control throughout 
civilisation, Mr. R. R. Enfield in his recently 
published book, “The Agricultural Crisis, 
1920-25,” stresses one element, which, though 
not an original discovery, has not had 
sufficient. attention directed to it, either here 
or in Great Britain. ‘‘ The seasonable drop in 
prices at harvest time,” he writes, “ applying 
American experience to British conditions, 
from which we in Ireland also suffer, was, 
from one point of view, the crux of the 
marketing problem, because in the pat, 
haying no course open to him but to sell his 
produce outright for what it would fetch, he 
had remained a helpless victim of the seasonal 
slump in prices, which not infrequently fell 
below the cost of production. 

Put simply, the marketing. problem is the 
outcome of the story of Mary and her little 
hen ‘‘ who always laid when eggs were cheap, 
and stopped when they were dear.” s 
everyone knows this factor in the farmers’ 
problem is neither wholly outside nor wholly 
within his control, and Mr. Enfield. who 


policy to pursue, a policy which in its whole 
scope goes beyond agriculture. It is well 
worth considering on its merits, but we do not 
propose to examine it just now. We have a 
more immediate object in citing Mr. Enfield 
as, perhaps, the latest. witness to the fact that 
agriculturists the world over suffer from an 
economic accident, perennially recurring. It 
is that, broadly s ing, they must market 
immediately after the harvest, supplies which 
the world will continue to consume through- 
out the whole of the year. 


Winter Stock Raising. 


In this connection there is an implied recom- 
mendation in the Majority Report of the 
Commission on Agriculture, which, we hope, 
will not escape the notice of farmers and 
agricultural economists; it relates to winter 
stock raising and dairy farming, to which the 
report argues that “ Ireland, with a wuld and 
open. winter, and fertile grass lands, is 
specially suited.” The policy—it is a thought 
out “policy.” or it is a practice “ooted mainly 
in custom’—of producing fat. caiile and 
dairy produce as a summer “crop” has, of 
course, much to commend it in this country 
where the line of least resistance is obviously 
the first line to develop. Recent events in 
Irish farming, however, are making many do 
their thinking rather in terms of “ the last 
line of defence.’’ Even so considered, winter 
dairying is entitled to an unprejudiced exami- 
nation, Some statistics published in the 
report indicate that there is already a ten- 
dency at work here and in Great Britain, 
pointing to a gradual increase in the price of 
animal food stuffs, and a corresponding de- 
crease in that of vegetable food stuffs. 


Price Changes. 


Price changes, however, especially in periods 
either of crisis or transition, are problematical 
data to argue from. We would rather hear 
the first hand opinions of practical farmers 
who may recently have experimented in this 
country. We are well aware that many think | 
the increased cost of winter dairying is not 
recouped by the increased price, that if 
Mary's hen were to be exchanged for a winter 
laying variety the cost in feeding and care 
would more than balance the better price 
realised by the sale of winter eggs. And, of 
course, the argument ends by an analogy be- 
tween the hen and the cow; in which the less 
is held to include the greater. The matter is 
not indeed quite as simple as this, for a 
farmer cannot think in terms of one season 
only in his year, and seldom in terms of one 
year out of a series. Moreover, if it can be 
shown that winter egg laying, cattle raising, 
milk production, and butter making will pay, 
the farmer will, sooner or later be driven, to 
it. But if not... ? 

It may seem at first sight that the obvious 
answer is; “ And if not—not!’ Of course, 
if this were plainly so the onus would lie 
solely with the Department of Agriculture 
or some other of the farmer's educative allies, 
to prove or disprove the fihancial value of 
such a policy. Unfortunately, however, 
there is a complicating element from which 
we see no escape, and which, whilst making 
investigations of these problems and a wide 
and simple publicity of the results clearly 
necessary, suggests that those farmers who 
realise in dairying almost our greatest agri- 
cultural asset, and who desire to continue 
to share its profits, should do some experi- 
mental work on the problem for themselves. 
The complicating element is the world market 
or, shall we say, the influence of world fac- 
tors in controlling the British market. We 
have long since passed the stage in which we 
can look upon the friendly invasion of 
britain by Danish and Dutch butter and Rus- 
sian eggs as a healthy stimulus to producers 
either in Britain itself or in this country. 
Healthy or unhealthy, of course, nothing is 
likely to dislodge it.short of some unexpected 
and undesirable war, It is doubtful that even 
Protection would dislodge it, and the protec- 
tion of food in Britain is at. present incon- 
ceivable. But such competition is more than 
a “ stimulus.” Tt is a danger to farming, 
and a danger that must be met. : 


Grading up the Quality. 


The element in this danger most difficult 
to meet is not. necessarily inferiority in 
quality ; that is, indeed, a danger so obvious 
that we must meet and overcome it or fail. 
And, so far as the Irish Free State is con- 
cerned, a sturdy effort is being made by. the 
Ministry of Agriculture, by its Dairy Produce | 
Bill, to bring about that improvement in 
quality which ought to: make, and can make, 
Irish butter the best in the world. But given 
that we effect that result for a few months 
every year, and then retire and leave a clear 
field to our rivals for the rest of the year, 
are we going to keep that grip of the market 
which is sought to be exercised both by old 
and by new competitors, in intensified com- 
petition, imcreased supplies, more and more 
careful standardisation and—this we think 
the greatest menace to Ireland to-day—more

CONTROL OF FERTILISERS 
AND. FOODSTUFFS. 


Some valuable information is contained in 
the report of the British Departmental Com- 
mittee on the Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs 
Act, 1906, which has just been published. 
Lord Clinton was the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, and the members comprised Mr. E. R. 
Bolton, Mr. E. G. Haygarth Brown, Dr. 
Charles Crowther, Mr. T. Kyle, Mr. Brian 8. 
Miller, Mr. George Stubbs, Dr. J. F. Tocher, 
and Dr. J. A. Voelcker. It is interesting to 
note that the report is a unanimous one. 

In Parts I. and II., the Committee give a 
brief survey of the past and present lecis- 
lation for controllifig sales of fertilisers and 
feeding stuffs, and examine the main ob- 
jections. levelled at the Act of 1906 by 
farmers, traders and those whose duty it is 
to administer the Act. 

The principal part of the report is Part 
Ill., which contains the Committee s recom- 
mendations. The two essential features of the 
proposals are that such official control as is 
to be exercised should operate at the point 
of origin of the commodity instead of after 
goods have been distributed throughout the 
countryside, and that, at the same time, 
every effort should be made to encourage 
sampling on the farm; but only for the pur- 
pose of supporting civil claims. 

The Committee express the opinion that 
these are the be changes reguired to 
make the machinery oí control both more 
effective, and more economical, but a number 
of other recommendations of a supplementary 
character will be found in the report. 


PHOSPHATES OR 
SUPERPHOSPHATES. 


VALUE OF AFRICAN 
MANURES. 


Superphosphates have long held in French 
agriculture a practically undisputed sway. 
To-day their prestige is decidedly on the 
wane. The natural phosphate, which lost 
favour formerly on account of the relative in- 
solubility of the otherwise excellent 
“nodules ” of the Ardennes, promises to be- 
come the fertiliser of the future. A series 
of tests actually in progress is, in the 
opinion of competent judges such as M. 
Rougier, Director of the Isére Department 
Agricultural Laboratory, almost certain to 
accelerate the abandonment of the more 
costly chemical manures. 

To clearly understand the developments 
which have determined this preference it 
may not be superfluous to recall some facts 
which ought to be familiar to the least in- 
structed farmer. The proportion of phos- 
phoric acid in the soil being one of the surest 
indications of its fertility, it follows that 
when land contains less than one per thou- 
sand of this indispensable element it needs, 
in addition to the ordinary manure, a special 
supply of phosphates. A fortiori, the latter 
are absolutely necessary when it is desired 
to render any already fairly fertile soil more 
productive still. 

Even “when the land is not poor in 
phosphates, their introduction rarely fails to 
prove highly profitable. In France, as in 
Ireland, comparative tests are being made 
with a view of ascertaining the precise de- 
gree of superiority that one fertiliser pos- 
pesses over another. French cultivators of 
non-chalky lands are expending equal sums 
on the purchase of finely-pulverised phos- 
phates and superphosphates, which will be 
respectively applied to equivalent stretches of 
soil. The Irish trial plots of last year de- 
monstrated that where pastures are con- 
cerned Algerian and Gafsa phosphates ‘“‘com- 
pared favourably’’ with basic slag. This 
experience, confirming the highest expert 
opinion abroad, seems to simplify the ques- 
tion of selection. For our farmers two con- 
clusions impose themselves. They can no 
longer hesitate to treat their soils with phos- 
phatic fertilisers. In making a choice they 
cannot afford to overlook the fact that 
economy .and productivity favours—in the 
present state of knowledge, at least—the use 
of the mineral phosphates of Algeria and

NITROGENOUS MANURES 
ON TRIAL. 


During the past season a further series of 
experiments was commenced by the Northern 
Ministry of Agriculture with the new nitro- 
genous fertilisers, chloride of ammonia and 
urea. From the results at present available 
it would seem that these new forms of nitro- 
gen compare very favourably in their crop 
producing power with nitrate of soda and 
sulphate of ammonia. The only difference 
worthy of note has been that chloride of 
ammonia shows a marked tendency in prac- 
tically all the experiments to induce an early 
dying down of the potato shaws. Perhaps

BABY BEEF FOR PROFIT. 


In the production of baby beef stock 
feeders cater for a market in which there is 
very little foreign competition, and turn over 
their capital every 12-16 months instead of 
from 18 to 30 months, as is the case when 
rearing stores and fattening afterwards. 
Young stock require less for maintenance than 
aged animals, consequently when fed liberally 
the extra food is used for putting on flesh. 

At the recent Belfast Show the Northern 
Ministry of Agriculture provided visitors 


Side by 
side were animals that had been fed as 
“baby beef,’’ and those reared as stores. The 
difference in the weight and condition of 
each. lot was remarkable, and aroused much 
interest. The experiment was formulated by 
Dr. G. 8S. Robertson, of the Chemical Re- 
search and Animal Nutrition Division, Nor- 
thern Ministry of Agriculture, and was car- 
ried out on the late Mr. Dunbar Buller’s 
estate, Woburn, Donaghadee, and on Lord 
Dunleath’s farm at Ballywalter.

It may be added that the extra feeding of 
baby beef cost approximately £5 a head. 

The Woburn cattle were cross-bred by 
an Aberdeen Angus bull, while those from 
Ballywalter Park were shorthorn calves bred 
between a pedigree shorthorn bull and cross- 
bred dairy cows. 

The calves were born in the spring of 1923, 
and were selected by Mr. James Laurie, 
manager of the British Argentine Meat Co., 
Belfast, and Mr. W. R. Morrow, a farmer, 
of Ben Vista, Knock. : | 

The experiment began on October 16, when 
at each centre the calves were divided into 
three lots of two each. The first lot in each 
case were fed as ‘‘ baby’’ beef; receiving all 
the turnips and hay they could consume, 
and from ólbs. to 6lbs. of a mixture of 
bruised oats and linseed cake; the second 
lot were reared as stores, receiving turnips 
and hay from lIb. to 2lbs. of bruised oats 
per head; while the third lot were also 
reared as stores, receiving nothing, however, 
but turnips and hay.

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Irish in the Schools. 


Yesterday the Bishop of Cashel stated 
the case of that large minority of Irish- 
men which objects to the forcible 
imposition of the Irish language on 
secondary schools. In this objection there 
is not the remotest taint of political or 
sectarian prejudice. Everybody recognises 
that the Irish language has historical, 
sentimenta] and literary claims upon the 
people's good-will, The present complaint 
is that in the Ministry of Education’s new 
rules sentimen+ is being pushed to the 
extremity of injustice. The Ministry's 
attempt to show that the rules are fair 
ard reasonable to all classes has been 
exposed by the Headmaster of the Dublin 
High School and by tte Warden of 
S:. Columba’s College as a piece of very 
irrelevant, if ingenious, special pleading. 
After the year 1928 no student will be able 
to obtain the Intermediate certificate with- 
out an examination in Irish. Schools which 
refuse to teach Irish in accordance with 
the rules will be penalised by the loss of 
public grants. There is an important class 
of schools which will be able to claim: 
these grants only at a heavy cost to their 
pupils’ prospects in life. They are the 
schools, largely Protestant, which educate 
boys for professions. and services that 
either are over-stocked to-day, or do not 
exist at all, in the Free State. The best 
pupils of these schools are compelled to 
seek careers outside Ireland, and, if they 
are to succeed, they must have received 
a certain type of education. That type 
of education is strangled by the new 
rules. Compulsory Irish will demand so 
much of the pupils’ time and study that 
in his later school years he will be handi- 
capped hopelessly in his pursuit of Greek 
and Latin, French and German. ‘The 
Ministry may declare that the best Irish 
boys ought not to be educated for export ; 
but in the conditions which exist, and are 
likely to continue, such pious exhortations 
are not merely futile. but irritating. It is 
a Government’s first duty to dea] with the 
facts of life. 

In effect, the Protestant schools must 
decide now whether they will penalise 
their students’ prospects oz: will sacrifice 
the grants: from public taxation. Most of 
them, as we think, will accept the latter 
alternative; and, in that event, as Canon 
Leslie said yesterday at Waterford, the 
Protestant community will try to support 
these schools out of its own resources, If 
that necessity is created, the Free State 
Government will have been guilty of a 
flagrant injustice and of a grave blunder. 
The Southern minority—or former politica] 
minority—some half million in strength, 
is, beyond question, the most stable and 
is, perhaps, the most law-abiding, most 
industrious and most progressive element 
in the State. Its loyalty to the present 
Government is unconditional and sincere. 
Morally, legislation which inflicts special 
penalties on this class, interfering with 
their liberty of thought and action 
| is, utterly indefensible.. Economically, it 
isa blunder ; for compulsory Irish cannot 
fail to depreciate the State’s most } 
asset of character and brains. It will 
compel many parents to send their children 
to Great Britain and to Northern Ireland, 
where they can get the education that’ is 
a passport to the opportunities of the 
‘world. Politically, the new rules are

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The fight for the Presidency of the 
United States is in full swing. The Re- 
publicans have chosen President Coolidge 
as their chief standard-bearer, while 
Senator La Follette may come forward as 
an “Independent Republican ” after the 
fashion of the late Theodore Roosevelt. 
At presént two principal candidates are 
seeking the Democratic. nomination. One 
is Governor Smith, of New York State, 
and the other is Mr. William McAdoo, 
son-in-law of the late President Wilson. 
Governor Smith is reported to be an ex- 
cellent candidate, but he is a Roman 
Catholic; and, although hitherto Presi- 
dential elections in the United Mates have 
been completely free from religious com- 
plications, the non-Roman Catholic section 
of the Democratic Party rejects his 
claims. Moreover, all the sinister in- 
fluence of the Ku Klux Klan is being 
used against him. If he should be 
elected, Governor Smith will be the 
first Romna Catholic to occupy the 
White House, and his choice would be just 
as remarkable in its way as the election 
of the Huguenot, M: Doumergue, to the 
Presidency of the French Republic. Mr. 
McAdoo has the backing of the Ku Klux 
Klan for what it is worth; but the fact 
that he was Mr. Doheny’s attorney has 
implicated him, to a certain extent, in the 
Teapot Dome oil scandal, and his' 
opponents are using this weapon against 
him with great effect. There is a third 
candidate, Mr. -Davis, formerly Ambas- 
sador to Britain, and it is just possible 
that he may slip in between Messrs. Smith 
and McAdoo to secure the nomination. 
He is not persona grata, however, in the 
all-powerful Middle West, and at present 
a victory for Mr. McAdoc seems to be 
indicated. 

No American election would be com- 
plete without Mr. William Jennings 
Bryan, who already has carried the 
Democratic colours three times to defeat, 
but is still. one of the most powerful 
personalities -in American politics. He 
has now thrown all his weight into the 
scale in favour of Mr. McAdoo. Several 
important issues will influence the election, 
and Republicans and Democrats alike are 
doing everything in their power to guage 
the direction of public opinion in order 
that their respective “platforms’’ may 
be as comprehensive and yet as non-com- 
mittal as possible. First and foremos%, 
comes prohibition, President Coolidge, of 
course, supports the present policy of the 
Government, and, if he is re-elected, the 
ban against intoxicating liquors will be 
maintained. Governor Smith, on the 
other hand, is an avowed opponent of pro- 
hibition, while Mr. McAdoo and Mr. Davis 
both are likely to favour a less rigid 
interpretation of the law than that which, 
on the surface at any rate, is favoured by 
the Republicans. If prohibition becomes 
a decisive issue, the Republican candidate 
probably will be elected ‘by a large 
majority, as nearly all the women, irre- 
spective of party, will rally to his side. 
Then the problem of America’s interna- 
tional relations contains many pitfalls for 
the unwary. The recent trouble with 
Japan has seemed to intensify the disin- 
clination of the public to meddle in inter- 
national affairs, and the Democratic 
“nlatform ” builders will have consider- 
able difficulty in framing a “plank’”’ 
which will embody the party’s policy 
towards the world in general, and Europe 
in particular. Domestic politics, however, 
probably will dominate the election. Pro- 
hibition and immigration will influence 
a far greater number of votes than the 
most burning international problems, and 
the chances of a change of heart towards 
the sufferings of the old world are exceed- 
ingly remote.

Thunder-Storms. 


Mr. ©. J. P. Cave, writing in The Times 
of yesterday, gives some interesting 
statistics of the number of thunder-storms 
in the British Isles during the first three 
months of the present year. The Meteoro- 
logical Office appealed for observers who 
would report the occurrence of thunder- 
storms, and 385 people volunteered in 
England and Wales, thirty-four in Scot- 
land and twenty in Ireland. The figures 
show this country to have been more fortu- 
nate than her neighbours, though our 
apparent immunity may be due, in part 
at least, to the small supply of observers. 
Thunder or lightning was reported in 
Ireland on eight days during January, on 
one in February and on two in March. 
England and Wales suffered more fre- 
quently, as storms were noted during 
thirteen days in each of the first two 
months and during nine days in March. 
In Scotland thunder-storms were reported 
on twice as many occasions as in Ireland. 
It was not found possible to follow the 
track of storms in Ireland and Scotland, 
owing to the paucity of observers, but 
many interesting details were secured for 
England and Wales, The South of England 
was visited by the greatest number of 
thunder-storms, and the large, open space 
of Dartmoor was particularly unfortunate. 
Thé widespread storm of January llth 
travelled at the rate of twenty miles an 
hour, and was followed closely by another 
disturbance. On January 19th also two

Cruelty to Animals. 


The International Humane Congress, 
organised in connection with the centenary 
of the Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, is sitting in 
London. The Duke of York, in opening 
the Congress, mentioned that representa- 
tives from some sixty kindred societies 
from all parts of the world were present. 
Their attendance is a matter for congratu- 
lation, not only because it shows the 
widespread interest which is taken in the 
Society’s work of mercy, but also because 
co-ordination can produce results that are 
denied to isolated~ effort, Many of the 
most important problems which perplex 
societies for the protection of animals are 
international and can be tackled only 
when there are no weak links in the chain. 
Notable instances are the traffic in worn- 
out horses and the importation of 
plumage. Interest in the welfare of 
animals has increased to a remarkable ex- 
tent during the hundred years of the 
Royal Society’s life, and now excuses for 
the infliction of unnecessary suffering are 
comparajively rare. Yet, so long as 
human nature remains human, cruelty will 
exist in various forms, and the Society 
labours to ensure that the path of the 
transgressor shall be difficult and un- 
profitable. Humanity’s most effective ally 
is a healthy public opinion, and this has 
been created in England, the pioneer 
country in the merciful work. It is easy 
to point the finger of scorn at glaring 
cases of hypocrisy, but it cannot be denied 
that English-speaking people in all parts 
of the world lead in the matter of con- 
sideration for animals. The Royal Society 
deserves the support of all healthy-mindea 
citizens—not least in Ireland, where its 
work, still very necessary, has improved 
the whole national attitude to man’s 
dumb friends and servants.

BISHOPS AND GONTROL OF 


LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT, 

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 
In the House of this afternoon, 
Mr. Clynes stated that the financial resolu-

Whilst the House of Commns were engaged 
in the almost hopeless attempt of trying to 
find a solution to the London traffic problem, 
the Bishops were having a field night in the 
House of Lords, and trying to persuade a con- 
siderable body of Peers that the time had 
come for popular control of the} liquor trade. 

The Bishop of Oxford, in moving the second 
reading of a bill designed to that end, made a 
great point of the circumstance that agree- 
ment on the matter had been reached among 
the various bodies. The measure, he explained, 

eriodically gave to the inhabitants of 
Lorvurhe and counties the right of deciding 
for themselves whether there should be no 
change in the conduct- of the liquor trade, 
whether it should be reorganised, or whether 
drinking facilities should be altogether 
abolished. Four years was to be given to 
the trade to prepare themselves for possible 
changes, and thereafter a poll was to be taken 
every three years under the scheme of the 
alternative vote,

Lord Banbury moved the rejection of the 
bill in a speech which poured contempt and 
ridicule upon what he described as the Star 
Chamber methods of the worthy prelates. He 
observed that the Bishop of London had made 
use of figures to show that prohibition in 
America and in Philadelphia, in particular, 
had resulted in a marked decrease in cases of 
drunkenness. That might have been the case 
in 1920, but the effect of prohibition was 
apparently wearing off, since now Phila- 
delphia, with a population of 1,822,000, had 
more charges of drunkenness than the whole 
of Greater London. The bill, in his opinion, 
was wholly unnecessary, but, in addition, it 
was a bad bill, and would carry us back to 
the days of Archbishop Laud. 

Another outspoken peer was Lord Long, 
who said that, if ever there was a case of 
bureaucracy gone mad, this was one. hen

The Government, late in the evening, sus- 
tained another defeat, but it was only a point 
of detail arising out of the London Traffic 
Bill, and Mr. Gosling, who was in charge of 
the measure, did not take the rebuff very 
much to heart. 

Mr. Percy Harris had moved. an amend- 
ment to provide that regulations made under 
the. bill should not continue in force for a 
longer be than a month, unless approved 
by the House of Commons. In the-bill, as it 
stood, the regulations were to be considered 
valid unless annulled within three weeks on 
an Address to His Majesty in Council. 

Support for the amendment was forth- 
coming from both the Conservative and 
Liberal benches; and the Government, on a 
division, found themselves in a minority of 27.

THE DEAN OF CASHEL.. 


The death occurred yesterday at West Wing, 
Kilballyowen, Bruff, Co. Limerick, of the 
Very Rev. William Chadwick Bourchier, 
M.A., Dean of Cashel.

In his native Co. Limerick the news of his 
death was received with much regret by 
the clergy and laity.

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| LONDON LETTER. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S DEFEAT,

The defeat of the Government has ceased 

to be a spectacular performance; for the 
House of Commons is. now used to such 
events. It does not require any great 
amount of acumen to perceive that these 
defeats are welcome in some measure to 
the Socialists, since they will provide a 
great amount of ammunition for propa- 
anda purposes later on. It will be 
eclared that the Socialist Government 
was prevented from doing all that it might 
have done by the fusion of the Conserva- 
tives and Liberals at moments when vital 
matters were at stake. In the circum- 
stances, last night’s defeat is one which 
ultimately should prove to be of advan- 
tage to the country; for the Housing Bill 
in Committee of the Whole House may 
quite conceivably be moulded into a prac- 
tical, and even good, measure, while *‘s 
fate in the Committee rooms upstairs 
might have been very different. As it is 
to a certain degree a money Bill, the 
House of Lords could do little in the way 
of amendment, sp that it is better from 
every point of view that the Bill should 
be dealt with on the floor of the House 
itself. 


Dissolution? 


The extremists behind the Government 
last night were shouting out for an appeal 
to the country, but nobody took them 
seriously. There is constant talk of a 
dissolution and a general election, but it 
is difficult to find any person who real!y 
thinks such a dourse advisable at the 
moment. All parties are preparing for 
the fray, but noljody wants to strike the 
first blow. The Conservatives are content 
to wait and wath events; the Liberals 
are rather fearfyl as to the immediate 
future, while Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
wants all the time that he can get so 
that he may persevere with his foreign 
policy, heal the wounds of distracted 
Europe, and go to the country in a blaze 
of glory as a saviour of civilisation. 


Parliamentary Holidays. 


In the Lobby this afternoon members of 
the House of Commons were disinclined 
to attach much importance to the threat ot 
Mr. Clynes last night that Parliament 
would be kept sitting until late in 
September. Members will not consent to 
remain after the beginning of August, 
and many have so informed their party 
leaders. One of the changes brought 
about by the new conditions affecting even 
members of Parliament is that the holi- 
days are now shared with the family. In 
the old days a member would send his 
wife and family away and take his holi- 
day when he could get it. This was a 
double expense, which the average 
present-day member is not disposed to 
incur. 


Communism. 


The debate on Communist activities on 
Thursday will be an interesting one; for 
the Conservatives have taken an immense 
amount of pains in trying to find out the 
exact situation, so that exaggeration may 
be carefully avoided. The debate will be 
based on the recent strike on the electric 
railways in London, and consquently two 
London members in Sir Douglas Hogg 
and Sir Samuel Hoare will take a leading 
part in the discussions. It is hoped that 
a satisfactory statement will be made by 
the Government; otherwise the question 
will be taken to a division. The Home 
Secretary is known to be in possession of 
a number of most interesting facts con- 
cerning the funds placed at the disposal 
of the Communists in this country, but I 
understand that it is most unlikely that 
he will reveal them. 


Ireland and Washington. 


The appointment of a Minister to the 
United States Government by the Irish 
Free State has been much discussed in 
Government circles during the past few 
days, and, indeed, was considered so im- 
portant that the Colonial Secretary 
thought it necessary to see a Free Stato 
Minister concerning it. Doubts are ex- 
pressed as to the advisability of such an 
appointment, particularly as the right to 
make it is not specifically mentioned in 
the Treaty Act. A suggestion has been 
made that legislation will be necessary to 
cover the appointment, but that seems 
unlikely, since the Free State Constitution 
gives its Government all the powers 
possessed by the Dominion of Canada, and 
it is understood that those powers include 
the right to send representatives to other 
Governments. 


Trish Fisheries. 


Mr. Esmonde Harmsworth on Monday 
next will ask the Colonial Secretary 
whether he is aware of the action taken 
recently by an [rish Free State fishery 
cruiser with regard to trawlers just within 
the Irish fishery limit; that some thirty 
prosecutions are pending against skippers

MINISTER’S REPLY. 


PLAIN STATEMENT OF THE

EXCAVATIONS AT 
JERUSALEM. 


FURTHER DISCOVERIES. 
JERUSALEM, Tuesday. 

In the course of excavations which are 
being carried out by the British School at 
Jerusalem, under the personal superintendence 
of Professor J. Garstang, rofessor of 
Archeology. at the University of Liverpool, 
there has been discovered on the Tantura 
coast of Palestine an imposing peristyle of a 
Greco-Phenician temple, overlooking the sea, 
probably dedicated to Poseidon, the sea god, 
on the site of the ancient shrine. 

The Department of Antiques have recovered 
from the mausoleum near Caesarea a second 
classical sarcophagus, the first having been 
discovered in November last.—(Reuter.) 


RED FLAG IN CLONMEL. 


COMPENSATION AWARD. 

At the Tipperary Claims Court, Acting 
County Court Judge Sealy gave a decree for 
£195 to the Tipperary Gas Company, for loss 
sustained through their works being taken 
over and worked by men under the “red 
flag,” from March till July, 1922. Mr. H. L. 
Adams, manager of the gas works, stated that 
when the works were taken over he received 
a letter from the Council of the Committee of 
Red Flaggers, warning him not to enter the 
works. At that time there were 500 tons of 
coal in the works. After the “ Red Flaggers’’ 
left not a lump of coal remained. During the 
Soviet control the gas works supplied the mili- 
tary and police barracks which were in Re- 
publican occupation. When the National 
troops entered Tipperary, after besieging the 
town, they shot down the Red Flag. 

The judge, in giving a decree, said that 
the company had sustained a serious loss, but 
he could not award compensation for loss of 
profits or custom. 

lt was announced that for the destruction 
of the milk factory and creamery at Tipperary 
the Condensed Milk Company of Ireland had 
a claim of £120,000, but that it was not ready 
for hearing.

It ought to be remembered that, in order 
to acquire a speaking knowledge of Irish, 
considerable time per day must be given to its 
study, with correspondent decrease of attention 
to English, Latin, French, Greek or Mathe- 
matics, There is no force in the charge of 
preparing our boys and girls for export to 
Engtand and elsewhere. 


THE QUESTION STATED. 


What we are obliged to ask is this: What 
are you prepared to do for them if we con- 
centrate upon Ireland? This is not a: matter 
solely for the denomination we represent. It 
has close reference to all Irish people, and if 
the wishes of Irish parties generally are con- 
sulted we need have no pool as to the re- 
sult. We feel bound to say that if the pro- 
gramme is forced spon us, such would be the 
handicap to our children in making their way 
in life, it would necessitate the choice of 
providing suitable education from our own re- 
sources. We would bitterly deplore such a 
necessity, but under the circumstances there 
would be no alternative. 

We do not, however, believe that this will 
ever become necessary. We again assert that 
we have given, and are giving, proof of our 
friendship for the Goverment, and of our de- 
sire to assist them.

The sug- 
gestions or proposals on either side apparently 
received no definite form or outline, but one 
thing that is highly significant in this connec- 
tion is the new strésg laid on the League of 
Nations as a possible guardian of European 
security. Can those instincts and passions 
that endanger security be checked, sublimated 
or superseded in the atmosphere of the League 
of Nations? .Then that atmosphere must be 
charged with a far greater passion and energy, 
and must be far more resourceful than it now 
is in large, common-sense, and inherently con- 
vincing solutions. Do Mr. Macdonald and M. 
Herriot propose to initiate a kind of crusade 
for the purpose of magnifyifig and inspiring 
the League and making it a really powerful 
international instrument?

ATTITUDE OF THE EXTREME 


RIGHT. 


The “Berlin Correspondent of* The -T*imes 
writes :—During the past week it has been 
common knowledge; in so far as the inten- 
tions of the German Government could be 
known so far ahead, that the reply to the 
Ambassador’s Note would amount to con- 
siderably less than complete acceptance. The 
German Government has its own difficulties, 
and these have not been rendered easier by 
the support given to the Nationalist and 
militarist associations by the parties of the 
Extreme Right. 

The attitude of General von Seeckt, the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Reichswehr, towards 
the Note of the Conference of Ambassadors 
has been much canvassed. It has generally 
been supposed that he is not entirely a free 
agent, his attitude — to some extent dic- 
tated by the wishes of his military associates 
on the General Staff. There is no doubt that 
a recent conversation reproduced here as 
representing the views of General Nollet, the 
new French War Minister, greatly influenced 
the higher officers of the Reeicbewohr, who 
appeared to think that on the basis of these 
views military control might continue for an 
unlimited period. If General von Seeckt were 
to take a strong line in opposition to the 
completion of control, it would certainly em- 
barrass the Government, which regards him as 
the essential pivot to the maintenance of 
peace in the Republic against the attacks of 
the Extreme Left or Extreme Right.

UNEASINESS IN PARIS. 


The Paris Correspondent of 7he Times 
writes :—Although French ublic opinion 
welcomes with sincere satisfaction the prospect 
of closer co-operation with Great Britain. 
there undoubtedly exists real uneasiness at 
the change in French policy to which M. 
Herriot has committed himself. It has so 
long been drummed into the ears of the 
French people that. only the occupation of the 
Ruhr will compel Germany to pay, and that, 
in agreement with Belgium, France will only 
evacuate the Ruhr in proportion as Germany 
effects payments, that any suggestion oí the 
abandonment of military occupation of the 
Ruhr fills’ them with something akin to 
dismay. 

They have yet to be persuaded that for 
this tangible pledge to which they have been 
told to cling as the sheet anchor of French 
olicy, guarantees of equivalent value cap

EXPLOSION ON A BRITISH 
STEAMER. 
FIVE MEN MISSING. 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Five men are reported to be missing and 
eight seriously injured as a result of an 
explosion of naptha aboard the British 
steamer Egremont Castle. 

The vessel’s cargo included one hundred 
thousand gallons of high test aeroplane petrol 
and one hundred thousand gallons of naptha, 
and a large quantity of motor oil. The fire 
spread so rapidly that the firemen, fearing 
other explosions in the freighter, towed it in 
to East River and ordered it to be sunk. 

As the tugs caught hold of the vessel the 
hatches were ordered to be -battened down, 
thus ending the last slender chance of saving 
the lives of five men trapped in the vessel’s 
hold. 

The Egremont Castle was loading at the 
dock for China. Half a dozen ambulances 
were summoned, and eight men who were 
badly burned were taken to hospital.— 
(Reuter. )

LABOUR GUARDIANS 
THE CHAIRMAN. 


The Labours members created a scene at 
a meeting of the Belfast Board of Guardians 
yesterday after raising numerous points of 
order and demanding that notes should be 
taken.

Wild scenes: followed. Mr. M‘Mullan and 
the Chairman had a wordy encounter and the 
former declined to resume his seat. Other 
members argued with the Labour group and 
there was pandemonium. It was moved that 
steps be taken to have Mr. M‘Mullan re- 
moved, in view of his refusal to obey the 
chair. 

“ The people that is going to remove me let 
them come on,” was the :reply of Mr. 
M‘Mullan. 

For nearly an hour there was confusion and 
the Labour members constantly interrupted 
the Chairman. Eventually when the Chairman 
directed the Master to remové Mr. M‘Mullan, 
that member left the room quietly with Mr. 
Mahood. 

Mr. Philip Wilson next disobeyed the Chair- 
man, and after a while he was also escorted 
out by the Master. 

There was a lull after this and the business 
was continued.

DONNELLAN LEOTURE 
ON THE MANICHERS. 
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A Cambridge Professor of Divinity related 
to an audience at Trinity College, Dublin, 
yesterday, the story of the sn the Mani- 
: How, launched by its author in the 
third century, that religion threatened, as 1t 
seemed to many observers, it oust 
Christianity ; spread over a great part of the 
civilised. world ;. continued for a thousand 
years, and then disappeared, so that its tenets 
were known for. centuries only by the writings 
of its opponents {including St. Augustine, who 
himself was for a time an adherent) until the 
discovery. amid the dust of a Turkestan 
desert, at the beginning of the twentieth 
century, of fragments of Manichean writings 
this, in brief, was his recital. In the course 
of an easy exposition of the.Manichean creed, 
he summarised it as “ the world regarded as a 
smudge "—a mixture of Light and Dark. ) 

The lecturer was Mr. F. Crawford Burkitt, 
Norrisean Professor in the University of Cam- 
bridge. He has come to deliver, 10 Dublin 
University, which gave him some years ago 
on honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity, the 
geries of Donnellan Lectures. His subject for 
the series is “The Religion of the Mani- 
chees’’’: and in order to make it easier for in- 
expert hearers to follow his lectures proper, 
an introductory lecture yesterday, 
illustrated with lantern slides. He was intro- 
duced to the audience by the Provost of 
Trinity College. who stated that the Donnellan 
Lectures were founded in 1794. 

THE CENTRAL POINT. 

Dr. Burkitt spoke without notes, and made 
an interesting story of his subject. Here is his 
central point in 


} - 
cnees.

informal summary of the 
Manichean belief :— 

‘The central point of Mani’s idea wan 
that there exist two things—Light and Dark. 
Dark is not the absence of light, but a thing 
in itself. Light is good, peaceable, pure, 
quiet, well arranged. Dark is ill-arranged, 
corrupt, hideous; not, strictly speaking, bad, 
because there js one thing that is worse than 
Dark, and that is a mixture of Dark and 
Licht. Somehow or other, in the past, the 
Dark made an invasion upon the Light 

swallowed part of it. The powers of Light, 
after a struggle, managed to isolate the in- 
vading body. There was, therefore, a lump 
of mixture, and that lump of mixture, accord- 
ing to the Manichwan idea, is this universe. 
The powers of Light have contrived a machine 
by which the Light is being winnowed out 
of the Dark, and in the end everything will 
return to its original state; the good that is 

n the universe will have been returned to its 
proper place. It is not an opposition of spirit 
and matter, because some spirit and some 
matter may be good, and some of each may be 
bad. It is an opposition of Dark and Light. 
That is the main creed of Manichwism—a 
mixture of dark and light: the world regarded 
as a smudge. It seems a very disheartening 
creed, but nevertheless it flourished for a 
thousand years. During the first two cen- 
turies of its existence it seemed to many 
observers as if it would dispossess Christianity, 
as Christianity had dispossessed the religions 
of the older world. It fought with the new 
Christianity, a not unequal fight.” 

In another passage, the lecturer said that the 
Christian idea was that the world had been 
made good, but a regrettable accident had 
occurred to introduce evil. The Manichean 
idea was that the world itself was a regrettable 
mistake. 

ORIGIN AT CTESIPHON. 

The first of the lantern slides showed the 
extent of the Sasanian Empire, which in- 
cluded Persia, and reached out over parts of 
Turkestan, China, and Mesopotamia. It was 
at Ctesiphon—a few years ago the scene of a 
battle in the great war—a town on the 
Euphrates, in the Sasanian Empire, that Mani 
first preached his religion, and it was at Tur- 
fan, more to the east, in Chinese Turkestan, 
where the desert in the course of centuries 
has gained on the old cultivations, that ex- 
plorerg in the last years of the nineteenth 
century came on a store of documents pre- 
served by the covering of blown sand. Other 
expeditions followed, and about 1904 frag- 
ments were collected which were found to 
be Manichean writings, the only exemples 
known tó the world since the disappearance 
of the Manichees through their persecution 
and proscription by the Mahommedan 
conquerors and the Susanian Empire. Jn one 
of the documents were contained quotations 
from “The Shepherd of Hermas,”’ a second 
century Christian document. Photographs of 
some fragments of MS. were shown on the 
screen. Another illustration was that of the 
gravestone of a lady who was openly Ea 
claimed a Manichee, and must have died 
before the time of proscription; it belonged 
probably to the very period when, in far 
away Carthage, Augustine was himself an 
adherent. The date when Augustine ceased 
to be a Manichee might well be the time 
when the danger to Christianity was over, 
when the great wave of Manichee missionary 
enthusiasm had spent itself, though the re- 
ligion was to last for some centuries more in 
central Asia, where it had taken firm root.

Sirn,—May I correct a few slight inaccuracies 
of your Political. Correspondent in last Satur- 
day’s issue’ © Besides misdescribing your 
humble servant as “President of Maynooth 
College,” he states that the first suggestion of 
a referendum was made by me at the Ballis- 
bridge Pioneer demonstration on the 8th inst.

£75 DAMAGES AWARDED. 

At Omagh Quarter Sessions yesterday, Miss 
Elizabeth Christie, Seskinore, was awarded 
£75 damages against Alexander Louchlin, 
technical instructor, Omagh, for breach of 
promisé of marriage. 

Plaintiff said that she had known defendant 
from 1914. In 1918 he asked her to keep 
company with him.

and '“ Tons of kisses.’’ 

Defendant said that he and plaintiff were 
friendly. He never went to the plaintiff's 
house except when invited. He admitted 
having a little flirtation, but denied having 
proposed marriage. He gave plaintiff pre- 
sents at Christmas, as that was the only way 
he could recognise the family’s kindness. 
There was never a suggestion that a ring 
should be bought. 

His Honour said that all the letters pointed 
to a relationsmp between plaintiff and 
defendant which would ultimately end in 
matrimony. He could not accept the view 
that it was a mere flirtation. It was abso- 
lutely futile to deny that defendant was 
engaged to plaintiff.
